While victory had been expected, the 
news of it—coming as it did frurn Span- 
ish -tierces—gave veut to the patriotism 
of the people which has been pent up 
for days. 
It was a spontaneous out­ 
burst of patriotic feeling that scarcely 
knew bounds. 
Admiral Dewey’s name 
was on every lip and his praises were 
sung in the rejoicings of the people. 
TkuB far uo official advices have been 
received by the government. 
Press dis­ 
patches were transmitted to the presi­ 
dent aud officials of the administration 
as rapidly as they were received. 
The 
president, in company with several of 
his advisers, read the bulletins in the 
library of the white house early in the 
evening, but later he went to his office, 
where he coutiuued to peruse every dis­ 
patch with deepest interest. 
The news 
was evidently of the most gratifying 
character.

Navy aud army circles, after mani­ 
festing throughout the day the greatest 
eagerness for news from the Philippines, I 
received with iuteuse joy the advices 
telling of the victory of Admiral Dew­ 
ey’s fleet. 
Their satisfaction that the 
defeat of the Spanish had been over­ 
whelming was strengthened by reason 
of the news coming first almost wholly 
from Madrid, aud they were quickly 
unreserved in expressing their gratifi­ 
cation upon the signal triumph of the 
American forces.

The hist UUU* of the Hispano-Ameri­ 
can war has been fought and victory 
was with Admiral Dewey’# sqn tdrou 
under the stars aud stri;tes. 
That was enough to set the people of 
Washiugtou almost in a frenzy of en­ 
thusiastic rejoicing. 
For days they, in 
common with the people throughout tho 
country have bet n awaiting news from 
the Philippine islands, as everything 
pointed to a battle at Manila that might 
be a decisive conflict of the war. 
VV hen 
the news came indicating a great vic­ 
tory for the American squadron the en­ 
thusiasm of the people was let loose aud 
the streets of the city m ug with cheers 
throughout the night. 
The first news of the battle received 
in Washiugtou came in a brief cable­ 
gram from Madrid early in the evening. 
As tbe night wore on the cable con- 
tinned to sing the news of victory for 
the squadron of Admiral Dewey aud 
the interest grew into trem eulous ex­ 
citement. 
G ave V eut to T h e ir l‘» tr lo tUrn. 
While victory had beeu expected, the 
news of it—coming as it did fram Span­ 
ish sources—gave veut to the patriotism 
of the people which lias beeu pent up 
for days, 
It was a spontaneous out­ 
burst of patriotic feeling that scarcely 
knew bounds. 
Admiral Dewey s name 
was on every lip and his praises were 
sung rn the rejoicings of the people. 
Thus lar no otficDl advices have beeu 
received by the government. 
Press dis­ 
patches were transmitted to the presi­ 
dent aud officials of the administration 
as rapidly as they were received. The 
president, in company with several of 
his adviser#, read the bulletins in the 
library of the white house early rn the 
eveuiug, but later he went to his office, 
where he continued to peruse* every dis­ 
patch with deepest interest. The news 
was evidently of the most gratifying 
character.

Secretary Long declined to comment 
upon the subject, but it was evident 
that he ti it relieved. It has been known 
days at the navy department that a con­ 
flict at Mauiia was inevitable, aud while 
u j great fear of the result was expressed, 
there was yet a deep concern in the 
heart of every official 
Last night s 
news removed a great weight from the 
minds of all. 
When Secretary Bliss was shown the 
first dispatch, briefly recounting the 
victory of the American squadron, lie 
uuhcMtatiugly expressed his gratifica­ 
tion at the result and gave utterance to 
the hope that Admiral Dewey’s fleet 
had not suffered greatly. 
Secretary Alger declared that it was 
a ‘’glorious victory,” but, in •ximmou 
witn other officials of the administration 
declined to make extended 
comment 
upon it. 
Navy aud army circles, after mani­ 
festing throughout the day the greatest 
eagerness for uevvs from the Philippines, 
received with iuteuso joy the advices 
telling of the victory of Admiral Dew­ 
ey’# fleet. 
Their satistactiuu that the 
fief out of the Spam sh had been over­ 
whelming was strengthened by reason 
of the news coining first almost wholly 
from Madrid, aud they were quickly 
uurv.'vriol iii expressing their gratifi­ 
cation upon the siguai triumph of the 
American forces. 
No news of a definite character is 
given concerning the loss sustained by 
Admiral Dewey’s squadron aud it is 
scarcely likely, in the opinion of experts 
of the navy, that authentic information 
will he received until Admiral Dewey 
has opportunity to communicate offi­ 
cially with the department. 
It is re­ 
garded as probable that immediately 
after the engagements of yesterday Ad­ 
miral Dewey scut the revenue cutter 
MoOulloch back to Hong Koug with 
dispatches aud that the first informa­ 
tion from him will come from that 
point.

Washington, 
May 2.—-W ashington 
rejoiced last night. 
Not since the dark 
days of the great civil conflict of a third 
of a century ugo have the people of this 
city been so profoundly moved by war 
uews as they were last evening. 
The til at Outlie of the liiep^uo-Ameri­ 
can war has been fought and victory 
was with Admiral Dewey’* squadron 
under the stars aud stri;»e*. 
That was enough to set the people of 
W ashington almost in a freuzy of en­ 
thusiastic rejoicing. 
For days they, in 
common with tho people throughout tho 
country have Inca awaiting news from 
the Philippine island*, a.* everything 
pointed to a battle at Manila tliat might 
be a decisive conflict of the war. 
\V hen 
the news came indicating a great vic­ 
tory for the American squadron the en­ 
thusiasm of the people was let loose and 
the streets of the city rung w ith cheers 
throughout the night. 
The first news of the battle received 
in Washington came in a brief cable­ 
gram from Madrid early in the evening. 
As the night wore on the cable con­ 
tinued to sing the news of victory for 
the squadron of Admiral Dewey and 
the interest grew into trem eulous ex­ 
citement. 
G ave Vr u t t a T h e ir P a trio tis m . 
While victory had been expected, the 
news of it—coming as it did fram Span­ 
ish sources—gave vent to the patriotism 
of the people which has been pent up 
for days. 
It was a spontaneous out­ 
burst of patriotic feeling that scarcely 
knew bounds. 
Admiral Dewey's name 
was on every lip and his praises were 
sung in the rejoicings of the people. 
Thus far no official advices have been 
received by the government. 
Press dis­ 
patches were transmitted to the presi­ 
dent aud officials of the administration 
as rapidly as they were received. The 
president, in company with several of 
bb advisers, read the bulletins in the 
library of tho white house cany in tho 
evening, but later he went to his office, 
where ho continued to peruse every dis­ 
patch with deepest interest. 
The news 
was evidently of the most gratifying 
character. 
U rfu n rtl to C o m m en t on Iteaiilt. 
Secretary Long declined to comment 
upon the subject, but it was evident 
that he felt relieved. It lias been known 
days at the navy department that a con­ 
flict at Manila was inevitable, aud while 
no great fear of the result was expressed, 
there was yet a deep concern in the 
heart of every official. 
Last night’s 
news removed a great weight from the 
minds of all. 
When Secretary Bliss was shown the 
first dispatch, briefly recounting the 
victory of the American squadron, he 
unhesitatingly expressed his gratifica­ 
tion at the result aud gave utterance to 
the hope that Admiral Dewey’s fleet 
had not suffered greatly. 
Secretary Alger declared that it was 
a “ glorious victory," but, in common 
witn other officials of the administration 
declined to make extended 
comment 
upou It. 
Navy and army circles, after mani­ 
festing throughout the day the greatest 
eagerness for news from the Philippines, 
received with intense joy the advices 
telling of the victory of Admiral Dew­ 
ey’s fleet. 
Their satisfaction that the 
defeat of the Spanish had been over­ 
whelming was strengthened by reason 
of the news coming first almost wholly 
from Madrid, aud they were quickly 
unreserved in expressing their gratifi­ 
cation upon the signal triumph of the 
American forces. 
No news of a definite character is 
given concerning the loss sustained by 
Admiral Dewey’s squadron and it is 
scarcely likely, in the opinion of experts 
of the navy, that authentic information 
will be received until Admiral Dewey 
has opportunity to communicate offi­ 
cially with the department. 
It is re­ 
garded as probable that immediately 
after the engagements of yesterday Ad­ 
miral Dewey sent the revenue cutter 
MoCulloeh back to Hung Kong with 
dispatches and that the first informa­ 
tion from him will come from that 
poiut, 
The distance from Manila to Hong 
Kong is a trifle over 600 miles aud it 
will take the MoCulloeh about two days 
to rn ak a the trip.
